1 A good Schiavona with finely wrought basket hilt, the wide grooved blade 
is inscribed ANDREA FARARA ; and a Sword with engraved bolt swept hilt, the blade 
with stout ricasso, both 17th Century . 2 


9 An 18th Century Scottish Sword, the hilt pierced with triangles and circles ; 
a Scottish regimental Sword with silver-plated hilt ; and two others 4 


3 An Executioner’s Sword with spirally turned bronze pommel and quillons,

10 A two-handed Sword, the dropping quillons with scroll finials, the ring- 
guards enclosing fleur-de-lys, the four-sided blade has a long ricasso and drooping

11 Another two-handed Sword of similar character, the ricasso is covered with 
leather, 6647n., 17th Century 


12. A fine Berdiche, the rustic haft bound with leather; a good Gisarme ;

a Ranseur of trident form; and an early Halberd with maker’s mark 3 


14 Three Halberds, 16/17th Century; and a fighting Axe of early form with

15 A FINE CIRCULAR SHIELD OR RONDACHE, it is elaborately etched with bands 
containing trophies and romanesque figures, at the edge is a band etched with 
scrolling acanthus, there is a central spike with finely designed applied leaf decoration, 
the whole in unusually good condition, 2247. diam., Italian, late 16th Century 


16 A FINE CLOSE HELMET of transitional ‘‘ Maximilian’’ fashion, the skull 
with roped comb is fluted also the rear gorget-plate, the combined visor and ventail 
is drawn out to an extreme point and is pierced with circles, the front gorget-plate is 
missing, German, circa 1530 


17 A VERY FINE TILTING HELMET of stout proportions, the skull with graceful 
keel, the visor with apertures, the ventail pierced on the right side for breathing 
purposes, there are deep treble gorget-plates at front and rear, German, circa 1580

Helmet with falling buffe, gorget, breastplate, backplate with garde-rein, long detach- 
able tassels, complete arm-defences with finely articulated inner lames and well- 
designed fingered gauntlets, the whole of first-class workmanship, first half of the 
17th Century

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29H A Dagger with pierced hollow pommel and quillons, the stout blade is 
deeply grooved; a Dagger of Landsknecht type with blade of diamond section ; 
a Dagger with faceted steel hilt ; and a Stiletto entirely of steel with chiselled hilt,

291. Portions of a decorated Suit of Armour consisting of a Gorget, a Breastplate 
of deep peascod form etched with radiating bands of strapwork on a gilt granulated 
ground, there is a Tace of two plates. The Arm Defences consist of Pauldrons, 
Rerebraces, Vambraces and Elbow Guards, late 16th C entury

30 THE DREUX SworD. This rare and beautiful 14th Century example, has 
a cross-hilt of gilt copper, chased on the quillons and on the two bands round the: 
grip with conventional foliage and the inscription in Gothic characters: COLLIGE 
PER ME REGE SUM [MUM] MEDIO REGE PUNGE PER IMUM: The pommel of the sword 
is inset on one side with a champlevé enamel medallion bearing the arms cf the 
Counts of Dreux: checky or and azure, but the enameller, as not infrequently 
happened, has reversed the order of the metal and the tincture. The title was first 
granted to Robert, fifth son of Louis VII of Erance, called ‘‘ le Gros,’’ in 1137, and the 
family eventually became extinct in the male line by the death of Count Pierre de 
Dreux in 13845. This therefore places the date in the first half of the 14th Century, 
which conclusion is further strengthened by the early shape of the shield upon which 
the arms are borne. On the other side of the pommel is a small piece of bone, 
evidently a relic, under crystal. The broad two-edged blade which tapers to a point 
is inlaid with silver in a design partly composed of lettering, possibly some sort of 
charm, 407n.

39 A fine Indo-Persian Helmet of russeted iron damascened with gold and 
silver, it is also chiselled and inscribed, there is a tall spike at apex, a sliding nasal-bar, 
and two plume-holders, it is complete with camail ; also a Vambrace of identical 
workmanship ; together with a circular Shield chiselled, inscribed and damascened 
with gold; and a Hauberk of mail with large riveted links 


40 Two 17th Century English Pikeman’s Breastplates, with large skirted Tassets 
having simulated lames, they bear traces of gilt decoration ; and two Pikeman’s Hats 
with wide drooping brims and plume-holders 


41. A close Helmet, fashioned for the tilt and of heavy construction, the skull 
is decorated with etched foliage, the heavy visor is free from decoration, the chin- 
piece is decorated and opens at the middle, a large plume-holder appears at base of

The associated Cabasset of one piece is etched and 
gilt with bands of strapwork and figures, late 16th Century 


43 A Breastplate of fine, slightly globose form with tapul, the gussets with bold 
roped borders. Hinged to the Tace are Tassets each of six lames, the whole has been 
painted, German, second half of the 16th Century 


"44 A FINE AND RARE PAIR OF ITALIAN GOTHIC Arm DEFENCES comprising :— 
Rerebraces with turners, Vambraces, and finely designed heart-shaped Elbow Guards 
with high central ridge, 15th Century

46 A Breastplate of rare type, enriched with etched and gilt bands decorated 
with figures, masks and floral designs, it is pierced for a lance-rest ; together with 
the Backplate, en suite, French, mid-16th Century 2 


47 <A FINE Gornic BREASTPLATE of deep form with its Placcate, it has boxed 
turnovers and is pierced for a lance-rest. There is a depression at centre following the 
lines of the placcate which has a bold central ridge and graceful radiating flutings. 


At the base is a Tace of two plates, probably French, circa 1470 
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48 A circular Italian Shield of rare type, it is embossed with latten panels, etc 
with armorial bearings, a lion rampant and the double-headed eagle.

The very wide quillons are engraved and have bold reversed scroll - 
terminals, there are two small secondary quillons formed as monsters. The ring-. 
guards are chiselled and have inner slip-knot guards . The wide four-sided blade 
has an impressed maker’s mark and stout ricasso with two flame-like lugs. It is
